Please, No Litter! 

Good manners can make snowmobiling more fun . . . and maintain 
your important good relations with landowners. 

Maine law prohibits Uttering and 
provides for fines of up to $100 
and/or 10 days in jail for persons 
convicted of littering. 

Never litter trails, parks, forests 
or other areas or pollute 
waterways by littering on the ice.

Snowmobile Tips 

Snowmobile riding after dark adds zesty excitement to any 
excursion and it is a memorable way to spend a crisp moonlit winter 
evening. However, use of snowmobiles at dusk and at night calls for 
extra caution. Also in some areas night riding may be restricted. 
Whether restricted or not, snowmobiling at night should only be done 
in areas where it will not disturb local inhabitants. 

Riding a snowmobile lowers the normally brisk temperature. So, to 
insure comfort, warm clothes should be a part of the wardrobe of the 
vacationing snowmobiler. Many retail outlets in Maine have an 
excellent line of wear suitable for all snowmobilers, not only 
providing warmth but also very fashionable. 




MAINE SNOWMOBILE REGULATIONS 



Snowmobiles may not be operated upon controlled access highways, 
or within the right-of-way limits. Snowmobiles may not be operated 
upon the main traveled portion, or the plowed snow banks, of any 
public road. 

Properly registered snowmobiles may cross as directly as possible, 
public roads (except controlled access highwaysl, provided such cross- 
ing can be made in safety and in no way interferes with the vehicular 
traffic on the road. Snowmobiles are required to yield the right-of-way 
to all vehicular traffic on a public road. 

Registration of a snowmobile does not provide authorization to go 
on or cross private property. 

It is unlawful to operate a snowmobile anywhere in a reckless man- 
ner, or while intoxicated or under the influence of intoxicating liquor. 
No person under the age of 14 may operate a snowmobile when cross- 
ing a public road. No snowmobile may be operated without an adequate 
muffler, or operated in such a manner as to cause harsh, objectionable 
or unreasonable noise. Any person operating a snowmobile on land of 
another shall stop and identify himself upon the request of the land 
owner or his authorized representative. 

The operator of a snowmobile involved in an accident on a public 
road resulting in injuries of death or property damage of $100 or more, 
shall contact the nearest police office by the quickest means of com- 
munication. 

An accident occuring in any place other than on a public road shall 
be reported as readily as possible to the nearest warden of the Depart- 
ment of Inland Fisheries and Game.

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Regulations 

The Maine Department of Inland Fisheries and Game is responsible 
for registration and regulation of snowmobiles. Regarding registration, 
Maine has reciprocal agreements with many states and provinces. 
Rules and regulations may be obtained by writing to the Fish and 
Game Department at the address shown in the insert. 

If you own a snowmobile and live in a state where registration is 
not required or where there is no reciprocity with the State of Maine, 
you may register your snowmobile in Maine by requesting application 
forms from the Snowmobile Division of the Department of Inland 
Fisheries and Game, (see insert) 

General Information 

Most Maine communities have dealers who buy, sell and repair 
snowmobiles. Also, many communities have snowmobile clubs where 
guests are welcome at such functions as rallies, interclub competition, 
dances, dinners, entertainment and safaris. A list of these clubs may 
be obtained by writing to the Maine Snowmobile Association (see 
insert). 

Several areas throughout the State of Maine are catering to 
snowmobiles and snowmobile parties. Some areas even give special 
package plans for groups or midweek vacations to include lodging, 
rental machines and guides for safaris. 

Some new areas have been developed with complete 
accommodations and services for a snowmobile vacation. Although 
snowmobiles are not allowed on ski area trails, most ski resorts have 
endless miles of snowmobile trails in the vicinity and some provide 
special trails on the mountain. 



State and Federal Parks 

Most state and federal parks are open to snowmobiling, offering 
many miles of trails and beautiful scenery. Since the parks are 
designed primarily for summer use, caution must be used as there are 
picnic tables, guard rails and other objects which can disappear under 
snow cover. The State Park and Recreation Commission welcomes 
snowmobiles in the parks listed below. Respect for trees and 
shrubbery is requested and safety recommendations should be 
followed at all times. 

The Allagash wilderness provides several hundred square miles of 
winter wonderland. However, snowmobiles are banned within one 
mile of Allagash Stream and Allagash Lake. Use of the vehicles is 
permitted elsewhere on frozen water areas, established roads, trails 
and parks in the waterway. 

Roads on the fringes of the waterway are privately owned and 
woods operations underway. Vehicles on these roads have the right of 
way at all times. Permission to use these roads must be obtained 
from the landowners. 

This vast wilderness area should be traversed with a guide or by 
experienced snowmobilers only. For further information on State 
Parks or the Allagash Wilderness contact Maine State Park and 
Recreation Commission. 

Portions of Federal Parks, such as Acadia in Bar Harbor, are also 
open to snowmobiles. 

Competition 

Competition ranging from amateur rallies to high speed 
professional races are held throughout the winter in many 
communities all over the State of Maine. Information on these races 
can be obtained by contacting the Maine Snowmobile Association 
(see insert).
